nounced at the white house it would 
be referred to the departm ent of 
ju stice after its delivery there. 
T he executive has ten days in 
w hich to pass upon the act before 
it can becom e a law without his 
signature. 
It is generally expected 
th at he will be urged by represen­ 
tatives of the

to veto i he bill because of its labor 
and other provisions. 
Railroad men oppose this action 
because it provides for

to return to the old method of ne­ 
gotiations and decisions by repre­ 
sentatives df (he workers and the 
railroads.

W ashington, Feb. 24.— Threats of

York 
will be shown to be the biggest city 
in the world when the full returns 
of the 1920 cen su s are tabulated, ac­ 
cording to census officials, who say 
that the total count for the metro­ 
politan district will be approxim ate­ 
ly 8,500,000. 
Compared with the 
estim ated population of 7,500.090 for

don. this gives New \ ork a lead 
of 1.000,000. 
The m etropolitan

New York includes suburban terri­ 
tory in W estchester County, parts 
of Connecticut and Long Island and 
some sections of N ew Jerse>. The 
metropolitan district of London also 
embraces territory not included in 
the city proper. 
Londoners have 
long admitted that the population 
of London proper was not as large 
as that of New York, but have con­ 
tended that certain suburbs which, 
although they had never incorporat­ 
ed into the' c ity, were by nature a 
part of the metropolitan 
district, 
made London the larger city. 


Pretoria. South Africa, Feb. 24.— 
Lieut. Gen. Jan Christian Smuts. 
British member of the league of na­ 
tions com m ission, in a speech here 
today referred to native troubles in 
the Witwatersrand gold mine fields, 
which he characteried as danger­ 
ous. 
Between 30.000 and 40,000 blacks 
are striking.

Washington, Feb. 24.— By a vote 
of nearly 3 to 1 the senate last 
night passed and sent to the pres­ 
ident the modified railroad reor­ 
ganization bill under which the car­ 
riers of the country will attempt 
to adjust themselves to conditions 
aiising with the end of government 
control. 
The final vote was 47 to 
17. 
Thirty-two 
republicans 
joined 
with fifteen democrats in voting for 
adoption of the conference report, 
while three republicans and four­ 
teen democrats comprised the sev­ 
enteen voting against it. 
The bill 
will go immediately to President 
Wilson and the general opinion at 
the capital was that he would sign 
it, although labor leaders will urge 
its veto. 
During the five hours of debate 
led by Chairman Cummins of the 
insterstate c ommission 
committee 
senators expressed varying opin­ 
ions as to how the public and rail­ 
ways would fare under the bill 
which was warmly defended and 
attacked. Discussion today related 
largely to the labor and rate mak­ 
ing provisions. 
Senator Cummins 
denounced widespread claims that 
fixing rate and passenger charges 
calculated to give the roads a re­ 
turn of five and one-half per cent 
meant huge sums of money from 
the public treasury. 
The bill, he 
dec lared, would not take one dol­ 
lar that way. 
Those voting for the conference 
report include Senator Spencer, re­ 
publican, of Missouri. 
Those pair­ 
ed include Senator McCormick of 
Illinois for adoption with Hender- 
1 son against.

MURMANSK CAPTURED 
BY THE DQLSHEVIKI

CULTIVATE MUTUAL GOOD WILL. 
There will never be efficient indus­ 
trial production where employers and 
employes are mutually jealous 
and 
suspicious of each other. W here such 
hostile feelings exist, production will 
be below standard, and the returns of 
a business less than they might be. 
The way to .remove such suspicion, 
is for some means to be found for 
employer and employes to confer to­ 
gether regularly about their mutual 
interests. 
The employer who holds 
his workers at arms’ length, and never 
tells them anything about his business, 
is getting out of date and will not be 
able to compete under conditions as 
they are now 
shaping 
themselves. 
The employe who resents the growth 
and prosperity of the business that 
gives him employment and 
secretly 
rejoices when difficulties confront it, 
can never give a fair return for the 
money he receives. A real successful 
business, th at will be profitable and 
pleasant for both owners and workers 
can only be built up by a m utual,feel­ 
ing of good will 
between 
both 
by 
which thorough co-operation can be 
established and maintained. 
Entire 
confidence and trust between both is 
the only baais for real success in mod­ 
ern industry. 


A SHARP REBUKE. 
For many months the Republican 
.boasters have been proclaiming their 
'sure success at the coming presidential 
election. 
The result in the Third dis­ 
trict must have given them a sharp 
and sudden shock. 
Not merely 
did 
they fail to elect their candidate by 
the trium phant majority they had so 
confidently predicted, but the Demo- 
crtic candidate 
actually 
registered 
gains over the 1918 election. 
When this campaign first started 
the League of Nations was acknowl­ 
edged by the republican leaders, the 
republican press and the so-called in­ 
dependent press opposing the League, 
as the one issue and the big opponents 
of the league, headed by Hiram John­ 
son were sent in to stump the district 
for the republican candidate. 
Grad­ 
ually, however, as the trend of senti­ 
ment was realized they began saying 
the league issue was only incidental 
and was but a small factor in the 
situation. 
And when the result was 
known and it was found the 
demo­ 
cratic candidate .had swept the dis­ 
trict, they declared that never from 
the beginning was the league thought 
of as an issue.

league question. 
It was a clean cut issue, with the 
Republican candidate opposed to the 
League, and the Democratic nominee 
supporting President Wilson’s stand. 
This result shows clearly what will 
happen when the people at last get a 
chance to express themselves on this 
question, and get back at the piffling 
and narrow minded politicians 
who 
have bedevilled this question. 
This election is one of many indica­ 
tions making it absolutely clear that 
the people want a League of Nations. 
They also want it to be a real League, 
not one so, hedged about 
with 
re­ 
strictions and conditions that it can 
be only a debating 
society. 
They 
recognize the obligation of the United 
States to do its share toward settling 
the peace of the world. 
They know 
that if this country stands one side 
and refuses to. do .anything to help, it 
will forever be branded as the shirk­ 
er and slacker among the nations. 
A recent straw vote of the colleges 
was another clear indicator of the 
drift of sentim ent It showed only an 
insignificant minority opposed to the 
League of Nations. The number who 
favored outright ratification 
of the 
League far exceeded those who were 
altogether opposed. 
The politicians 
at Washington should get their eyes 
open to this d rift of sentiment, and 
save their skins and the honor of the

Standing on a 
pallet and talking to her brother, 
she placed her hand inside of her 
dress, untied the rope and let the 
bar fall on the pallet. 
The boys 
were detected in their attem pt to 
use the crow-bar. 
They were tak­ 
en from the jail to a blacksmith 
shop and chains riveted to their 
ankles, and they were then chain­ 
ed to the walls of their cells. 
Not being daunted by her failure 
in this, by the assistance of one of 
¡ the prisoners she procured a pat­ 
tern of the key to the jail door, and 
taking a piece of flat iron she made 
a key, using a stone door step for 
an ^invil and a cold-chisel and files. 
She slipped the key and several 
files into the jail with which her ¡ 
brother and his friends made their 
escape. 
Her 
brother 
and

friends were afterwards shot and 
killed by the Union soldiers. 
Mrs. Brooks was 
arrested 
and 
confined under guard for several 
weeks, undergoing many hardships 
at the hands of her captors. 
A volume could be written detail­ 
ing the hardships she had to en­ 
dure, and the many acts of hero­ 
ism of Mrs. Brooks during this 
time. 
After the death of her brother 
she and her mother and sister mov­ 
ed to Howard 
county, 
Missouri, 
where she taught school until 1867. 
On the fourteenth day of February 
of that year she became the wife 
of, and as she expressed it to me, 
the Valentine of Thomas B. Brooks, 
an ex-confederate soldier. 
She and her husband lived for 
many years on a farm in How'ard 
county, Missouri, raising their fam­ 
ily of children, who are now all 
grown and men and women of fine 
character and reputation. 
Mrs. Brooks was a true Christian 
woman, a devout Catholic, noted 
far and wide for her acts of kind­ 
ness and her tender sympathetic 
care of the sick and unfortunate. 
No m atter how urgent her home 
duties were, no m atter how late the 
the hour, nor dark and stormy the I 
night, whenever she received wrord
